Paul Hardin Writes Enter- 
tainingly From Montreal. 

Montreal. P. Q Jan 1804. Editor 
Breokenrldge News. CIoTerport, 
Ky., Dear Sir:— I was reared in 
Kentucky and hare been In this 
city for two years, so I write to tell 
you of the coldest weather re. 
ever known in this section or la the 
past forty years. 

The thermometer here, at this 
writing, registers 24 below, and only 
last night the mercury dropped to 44 
below zero. A blizzard of fifty hours 
has just ended here, which left 
snow three feet on the level, and ten 
to thirty feet in drifts along the street 
curbs. The snow is piled up in huge 
wind rows, ten or twelve feet high, 
which prevent one from seeing the 
people on the opposite side- walk. You 
see more snow here In a day than In 
a whole lifetime in Kentucky. 
Everybody here wears fur coats and 
wraps, and sleighing and skating are 
favorite pastimes. No wheeled ve- 
hicles will be seen again till next 
May. People travel over the country 
on snow shoes, which are made by 
bending a wooden hoop Into an oval 
about 18 Inches broad by 44 wide and 
the sole is strong woven catgut. 
They are laced to the feet by lamp 
wicks or other strong material, anc 
through the fields they travel ovei 
anow at any depth with great rapid! 
They also have sals (pronounced

inches wide and seven 
feet long. They are need for sliding 
dowa the mountains. They proceed 
to the top of a mountain and slid) 
down the slope over the snow at the 
enormous speed of almost a mile a 
minute. 

Montreal could very appropriately 
be named the cit> of churches and 
the Catholic religion predominates. 
Some of the Catholic institutions are 
very fine and costly structures. One, 
the Notre Dame Cathedral, is among 
the largest and finest in America, and 
has a capacity to accommodate 
over 11,000 people. 

The Canadians are very social peo- 
ple, though not quite so hospitable as 
our Southerners. I will say that, dur- 
ng my two year-, sojourn in the Do- 
minion, I have had no fault to find.

THE YEAR 1904. 



The general opinion is tbat the darl 
tobacco crop of 1904 will be one of th 
smallest grown in years in Kentucky 
This season's experience witb late 
season, poor tobHoco and low prices 
has tsagbt the farmers a valuable 
lesson and many express their deter- 
mination to profit by it. In the 
counties where tobacco is the princi- 
pal crop, as in Breckenridge. the small 
protits this season are not only dis- 
heartening and a big financial losa 
to the farmer, but are tending to 
cripple the trade done by the mer- 
chants, especially in the small towns, 
and to be a detriment to all kinds of 
business. The poor crop is mnuh 
blame this season, out all elat 
know, though some may not admit

a large hand in causing the wholesale 
financial suffering connected with the 
tobacco crop. Many expedients are 
being adopted by the tobacco growers 
to fight the combines, two of which 
are given in subsequent paraeraphB. 



A company composeed of the far- 
mers of Pooletown, near Msdisonville, 
have organized a company for the 
purpose of patting up tobacco and 
holding it until gixxi prices can be 
secured. This company has secured 
two warehnasee and the crops of the 
county is being stored in these. Good 
prices are being paid for the crop and 
it is being put away for future sale. 

Abandon Tobacco Urowlnx. 

At a meeting of the tobacco growers 
recently held in Webster county, fully 
N per cent, of the represented acreage 
decided to abandon the prodm-tio i of 
the crop in 11)04. An article to this 
effect was drawn up and signed to be 
binding when TO per cent of the acre- 
age in the dark district had been 
pledged by tne growers 

The following is a hftef summary 
of the article adopted, and it ll re- 
quested that growers in other locali- 
ties in the strip district communicate 
with each other and witb the leaders 
in this movement, tending toward a 
rapid extension and decided tip raw 
ion of the idea I 

"We, the undersigned tobacco grow- 
ers, do hareby agree to abandon the 



production of this crop, either person- 
ally or by croppers and renters dur 
ing the year 1904; provided, that 
7.1 per cent, of tne growers in the 
export type of tobacco sign tbis or 
some other similar agreement before 
March 1. 1904."

The News is in receipt of last 
week's issue of the Monroe Democrat, 
of Mouroe. Michigan, which devotel 
a page to an interesting and thrilling 
account of the bloody River Raisin 
Maasaore, when 400 brave Kentuck- 
lans were taken prisoners by the 
British general, Proctor. and murdered 
br hie Indian allies. This wholesale 
butchery, which occnred on the 21st 
and 22nd of the present month, just 
ninety-one years ago, is the bloodiest 
and moat appalling page in the history 
of the nort hwest. 

Prof. JohiT Clark, one ol the plo 
neer educators of Hancock county, 
and one of the nnest mathematicians 
of the State, died last Wednesday at 
Lewisport, at the age of ainety. 
Prof. Clark began teaching in Han- 
cock county, at Hawesville, sixty 
years ago. For sometime he conduct- 
ed Ford's seminary, neai Pellville, 
which was an academic school largely 
attended. He was the author of a 
grammar of the English grammar 
which ho prepared with care, bnt 
never published. The funeral was 
ht-ld Thursday and the interment was 
in the family cemetery near Lewis- 
port. 

The Right Rev. Thomas Under- 
wood Dudley. Episcopal Bishop of 
Kentucky, died suddenly Friday 
afternoon before a physician could be 
summoned to the Aldrich home, 200 
Madison avenue. New York. Bishop 
Dudley was a great instructor, soldier 
and clergyman Hnd was known and 
loved bf thousands of people in Ken- 
tucky. The news of bis death was a 
great shock throughout the State. 
The funeral was held in Louisville. 

Bishop Dudley, on several occasions, 
had lectured in the churches of this 
city and was known to many here who 
were shucked aud grieved at bin 
death.

CHANCE FOR THE FARMER. 



A new industry It offering itnelf to 
the fanners ami manufacturer! of the 
Vuite.1 States. The fact that twenty- 
fire million dollars' worth of goat 
Bkins are now annually imported into 
the United States, and that onr enter- 
prising manufacturers are now obliged 
to send half-way aronnd the world 
for a large share of tLeni. suggests 
that the farm-rs of the country have 
a great opportunity to put a large 
share of this sum into their own 
pockets, anil that the entire sum may- 
be divided between our producers and 
manufacturers. Importations of goat 
skins into the United States now 
amount to about twenty-five million 
dollars per anuuui, and a large share 
of these are brought from India, 
China, Aralda, and southeastern Rus- 
sia. The incieasing popularity of cer- 
tain classes of kid leather for foot- 
wear, as well as gloves, has greatly 
increased the demand for goatskins in 
the United States within recent years. 
In 1MB the valoe of goatskins import- 
ed was about four million dollars: 
by IKilO it had grown to nine millions, 
by IMC it was fifteen millions, in

The box- Whittled, loafers and politi- 
cians Rre not as numerous as they used 
to be. Pellville is indeed a lonesome 
place. Only a tew loads of tobacco 
have Cfl^n delivered, and consequently 
there is no money with which to 
move things Some few have had ap- 
ples to sell, v. ti<l they hauled to 
Owensboro at $1.00 per bushel. 

This is certainly a good time for 
tli ■ farmer to pat on bis thinking 
cap. Had some of the farmers here 
planted ten acres of their now worn 
I ont land in good winter apple trees 
I I ten years ago, they would now be in 
V fine lix, with plenty of money. In- 
I I stead of this they are in the blneo and 
I J*n debt, and about the only thing they 
^fxlc about is the price of " tobacner. " 
\ /\ farmer never learns until he is 
£ 1 orced to by sad experience. Very 
i t few of them raise beans, parsnips, 
C potatoes, onions and cabbage, to do 
i tbem through tbe winter, and many 
do not raise meat and bread to sup- 
ply them. They depend on"tobacKer" 
for everything. 

We have one man here who has 
preached fruit to farmers for years, 
begging them to go to Bill Asbby and 
get trees and plant them. This same 
man, in l»02, sold |M0 worth of 
apples, beside? other small fruits. 
This last year he sold *7.5 worth and 
oad plenty of money to buy all the 
necessaries for his family through 
this winter, and his tobacco crop is 
still banging in the barn. 

No one is to blame for a farmer not 
living in plerfty but himself. One 
lady here, the wife of tbe man who 
believes in fruit, sold over $100 worth 
of chickens, tnriteys and eggs last 
year, besides a pig she bad fattened 
from tbe waste about the kitchen.
